HOOVER URGES 
MARKET BODY 


Tells Dairymen of Plan for 
Federal Unit

Future of Farm Production 
Cooperation. He Says 


Sounds a Warning Against 
aste in Agriculture 
(BY A. P. ans 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 1-—The fu- 
ture of marketing agricultural 
products lies in the larger devel- 
opment of co-operative programs 
with the principal purpose of elm 
inating waste, Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary of Commerce, declared in 
an address here tonight at an 
American Dairy Federation ban- 
quet given in connection with the 
National Dairy Show. 

The Secretary proposed a plan 
for the creation of a Federal mar- 
keting beard to ald farm productrs 
in such waste elimination. This 
board, if created, he said, should 
be oomposed of several Cabinet 
member, a majority membership 
from among co-operatives and a 
minority from the ranks of termit- 
nal market associations to be or- 
ganized under the plan. It would 
have power, he added, to establish 
standards in co-operation with pro- 
ducers and the Department of 
Agriculture anu bring abeut co- 
operation with the department in 
amplifying inspection and certi- 
fication to the end that all inter- 
state goods could Le shipped on 
standards certified to by Federal 
authority. It would give tnforma- 


tion that would lessen chaos in 
shipments, he ald. 

“Present marketing of farm 
roducts is wasteful,” fecretary 


loover said. “The whole problem 
of improved marketing is elimina- 
tion of waste. The time has come 
when we must take strong and 
definite stepr in the future devel- 
opment of co-operative marketing. 
The agricultural co-operative body, 
when rightly adapted to ite work, 
ean obtain certain advantages in 
distribution.” 

The Secretary sounded s warn- 
Ing, however, against assuming that 
co-operation is a complete solu- 
tion to the problem of marketing 
all agricultural products. He also 
advised against adopting «a program 
based on Puropean systems. 

“The American system cannot 
be successfully bullt on the expe- 
rience of Europe, where marketing 
ie local in character,” the Secre- 
tary eald in conclusion.

claring that “The railroads are 
in the first line of defense against 
those who would make this coun- 
try a second Russia,” and aitack- 
ing proposals for government own- 
ership of the roada, 

The railroad executive sald that 

“the broad principle to be con- 
sidered was whether or not the 
people desire more government in 
business, and eventually all gov- 
ernment in business, which is 
Communism. The patriotic 
grounds to be considered are those 
of the greatest good for the 
greater number, which constitate 
the estential principle ef demoo- 
racy. 
“Our nation has developed as 
the great defender of the rights of 
the individual, Private property 
is the corner-stone of our indus- 
trial structure, We have had to 
regulate many private businesses, 
including railroads, but we have 
always managed to avoid confisca- 
tion. We have never favored gov- 
ernment ownership as a national 
policy, and therefore we have 
never been called upon to decide 
definitely just how far it should 
co. If the are to be 
taken over by the government, we 
must face the fact that the big 
step in reversing our old settled 
policy will be taken and tbere 
will be no stopping the force once 
we have let it loose. 


BURDEN HEAVY 

“The rallroads, under private 
ownership, are among our heaviest 
taxpayers, Under government 
ownership, the railroads would be 
no more subject to taxation than 
the postoftices now are. The result 
would be an unbearable burden 
that might force many of our local 
governments to stop payroents on 
thelr bonds and to ge into bank- 
ruptcy. The tax problem would be 
a great deal more vexatious than 
it je today. 

“The acquisition of the rallroads 
would add more than 120,000,000, 
000 to our national debt, already 
the largest ever carried by any 
nation no longer in existence than 
cure. If government railroads in 
this country were no more suc- 
cessful than they are elsewhere in 
che world, the interest on that 
twenty billions ef purchase price 
would be the cause of additional 
burdens on the taxpayers left to 
carry 1.“ 

Arthur Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional Bank and Chicago, addressed 
the cényention on, “Tuning in with 
Events.” He declared that ‘since 
we are passing the half century 
post we may look around and 
ahead. What our conventions have 
done in the past is in the past. We 
hear it surd that this ts a new era. 
It is a new era, but in problems, 
not in principles. We are con- 
fronted by new and changing prob- 
lems in banking, tn business and 
in social relationship. Yet, they 
must be weighed, measured and 
tested -— h the application ef 
the old basic princip ef eco- 
nomics, honesty and common sense, 
thet have ,served us so well 
throughout our history. 

“For the last ten years ef our 
half century we have been busy 
in doing and undoing. During the 
war we were engulfed in action. 
We tad no time for calm thinking. 
Binde the war we have been 80 
busy in undoing that we have had 
small time to think. 

“So at the end of the decade that 
is the end of five decades, it is fair 
that we pause and take a look 
around and ahead. It is proper 
that we tune in with events—get 
the proper wave length, cut out 
the re. en. avoid the statics 
and, from e clear atmosphere and 
with everything working, get the 
message that business ——— 
out of tts complex and complicate 
vitals. 

“The message we must receive ts 
not one which has to do with the 
movements of the day or the month 
or the year—not a record of the 
minor fluctuaticas,. What we want 
is the long trend. Once that is 
charted we can measure the simall- 
er changes and come toa clear un- 
derstanding of their significance. 


POWER DECREASED 


The diminishing relative import- 
ance of national banks as a whole 
has brought about a_ situation 
which threatens the existence of 
the national banking system, al- 
though the banks individually are 
stronger than ever, I. R. Prestari. 
retiring president of the national 
bank division of the American 
Bankers’ Association, declared in 


his presidential address to the 
meeting today. Quoting figures to 
show the relative decline io re 
sources and inflvence of national! 
banke? Mr. Preston stated that for- 
ty vears ago the national banks 
possessed 75 per cent of the bank- 
ine power of the United States, 
whereas they now possess but 48 
per cent. 

“Since January, 1918," Mr. Pes- 
ton said, “174 large national banks 
have become State institutions, 
their resources representing 
$2,000,000,000, or about 10 per cent 


of the total resources of all nation- 


al banks. These-conversions tnclud- 
ed the two oldest banking institu- 
tions in America. In California 


alone, tn the past K years, forty. | 
banks have been 


seven national 
converted to State banks, in New | 
York, twenty-four: Ohio. nineteen, 
and Pennsylvania, fifteen.”

STEP BACKWARD 

Secretary Hoover has rendered an in- 
estimable service to the country at large by 
exposing the menace to representative gov- 
ernment that is back of the La Follette-So 
cialist campaign for government ownersnip 
and operation of all public utilities. He 
quotes La Follette’s own words, “I am for 
the goverument ownership of railroads an’! 
every other public utility—every one!” then 
he states concisely the burden of expense 
that it would be necessary for the people to 
assume and gives the number of additional 
employees that would appear on the govern- 
ment pay rolls. He says: 

What the Senator proposes is far 
more than a transitory experiment of 
government in business, it is a change 
in our social, economical and political 
principles that will react to revolution- 
ize our government itself. In its imme- 
diate form this is a proposition that the 
government should buy and run the 
railways, electrical and other utilities 
valued by official commissions at about 
$40,000,000,000, with 2,700,000 employees, 
requiring $2,000,000,000 agpnually for 
bond interest, with an operating budget 
of $10,000,000,000 per annum. To keep 
pace with natural growth these concerns 
must spend $2,000,000,000 of new capi- 
tal yearly for extensions. This is « 
financial transaction and a venture into 
business of a magnitude never before 
undertaken by any man or any govern- 
ment, democratic or otherwise, except 
in Russia. Surely before we embark in- 
to such a voyage we should look into 
the possibility of profit, examine the 
chart of the place where we are going 
and consider the capacity of our govern- 
ment to carry the cargo. 

It is plain even to the most casual ob- 
server that the only method by which these 
properties could be acquired by the govern- 
ment would be through confiscation, the sy*- 
tem adopted in Russia. But such a system 
is repugnant to the Constitution of our 
country; it is repugnant to the Anglo-Saxon 
sense of right and justice; it is repugnant 
to the principles of morals and ethics on 
which our civilization is founded. 

Because one person invested his savings 
in real estate and another in an industry 
which serves directly the general public ft 
would be manifestly unfair to confiscate the 
savings of the one without molesting the 
savings of the other. The result, as in Rus- 
sia, would be the confiscation of all private 
property. We should all join the Coxey's 
army of haye-nots. And who would benefit? 
Possibly those who would be on the gor 
ernment pay roll. As long as the confis- 
cated wealth lasted they would be in clover. 
But how long would it last? In the Russian 
experiment it lasted less than two years. 

Secretary Hoover points out that by the 
nationalization of all the public utilities the 
number of public employees would be in- 
creased to 6,000,000. He adds, “The voting 
strength of this mass of officeholders, their 
wives and dependents will be over 25 ver 
cent of the whole. It fs the balance of po- 
litical power between parties. In every 
district either every member of the legis- 
lative bodies will be elected to do the bid- 
ding of this bureaucracy or will be elected 
by a public in rebellion against it.” 

Secretary Hoover sketches briefly the ex- 
periments of the European governments 
with government operation of transportation 
lines. He says that there is not a govern- 
mentowned railway system in the world 
that can compare favorably with the best 
privately owned and operated lines in this 
country. Our rates per mile are lower, our 
service is better and the average pay 
railway employees is higher. ,

Figures on California for 


1923 Show Good Lead 
‘for Former 


Marriage de gaining rapid- 
ly on the judges who spend 
most of their time unjangling 
discord in California, acoord- 
ing to returns for 1923 tab- 
ulated at the Department of 
Commerce in Washington, 
and given out yesterday. 
Marriages increased 16.2 in 
that year while divorces 
were only 1.7 per cent more 
numerous than in 1922, the 
figures show. 

There were 55,190 couples 
wedded in 1923 in the en- 
tire State, 7718 more than in 
1922. Les Angeles county 
provided 16,897 bliseful 
pairs as compared with 
13,257 in 1922; and Gan 
„Francisco county was a bed 
second with 7097 marriages 
in 1923 and 6587 in 1922.
